The “little bridge that could” was 
.the subject of an outdoor meeting 
that at times erupted into shouts. 
State engineers and town and state 
officials met on the Route 62 bridge 
to do an on-site inspection of the 
proposed construction of a new 
bridge. Rep. Jim Miceli called the 
Wednesday morning meeting, 
which had to contend with cars and 
trucks rolling over the bridge as 
people asked questions of the 
engineers present. 

Last spring the sign on the bridge 
was changed from eight tons - 
which the limit was changed to after 
the bridge was rebuilt in 1990 - to 
27 tons, allowing much larger 
trucks to cross legally. No work 
was done other than changing the 
signs. 

But Miceli announced Wednesday 
that complaints from him, Police 
Chief Bobby Stewart and Safety 
Officer Bob Shelley finally led the 
Massachusetts Board of Highway 
Commissioners to reset the limit to 
eight-tons. 

“I am glad the limit was reduced 
before a serious accident occurred,” 
Miceli stated Wednesday. 

Now the state is nearing the end of 
their design phase for replacing the 
bridge. Several town officials 
raised concerns regarding the new 
bridge and most everyone voiced 
concerns over the existing bridge. 

It started on the bridge as Miceli 
asked how high the surface of the 
new bridge would be. The answer, 
once the plans were pulled out, was 
four feet higher than the bridge is 
now. Wilmington DPW Super- 
intendent Bob Palmer wanted to 
know what the planned height of the 
current intersection of Routes 38 & 
62 would be and also what the grade 
would be. He was not happy with the 

answer.

The intersection will be only four 
inches higher and the grade will be 
about eight percent on each side of 
the bridge. The current grades are 
about six percent. Any resident 
knows how much fun getting up 
Church Street or onto the bridge 
from the Burlington side can be in 
the winter. Now make that 25 
percent steeper! 

Selectman Diane Allan was 
curious where parking for the 
businesses along Main Street would 
be. The answer was that parking on 
the street in front of Center News 
would remain, however parking on 
Church Street would be eliminated 
for about 250 feet towards the fire 
Station. 

Rocky Yentile is the owner of a 
building between the railroad and 
Main Street that houses four small 
businesses. It has been proposed to 
take that building to provide 
parking for the other businesses in 
the neighborhood. He is not happy. 
The state engineer, however, said 
the federal government is not 
inclined to allow monies for tearing 
down a building to put in a parking 
lot. 

This brought some quick questions 
from Miceli. It was his 
understanding that the state was 
funding the entire project. The 
answer to that question was “No.” 
The project will receive about 80 
percent federal money. Town 
Manger Michael Caira seemed 
surprised at this news. Palmer asked 
if this was a take it or leave it 
project or if the town had some say 
in the matter. Later the engineer 
told the group that it was a state 
highway, a state bridge and a state 
funded project. 

Fire Chief Dan Stewart was 
concerned about the length of time 
the bridge would be closed — 18

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ridge plans revealed 


months. Fire protection for the 
south and west sides of town would 
be severely compromised. The fire 
department would have to station an 
engine and an ambulance on the 
Burlington side of the bridge. This 
would cost extra. He wanted to 
know who would be paying for it. 
Miceli stated that the last time the 
bridge was closed the state picked 
up the tab for the extra protection. 

Michael Matt has been working on 
redeveloping Main Street for five 
years. He is a consultant hired by the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Auth- 
ority. He was upset at the fact that 
the state seemed to be ignoring the 
work that had been done improving 
Main Street and not tying in with 
that work. He wanted to know if the 
state could or would tie the projects 
together. The state engineer said it 
could be done but they had not 
considered it because the town had 
pee standing still on their end for 
fivé»years. The state was going 
ahead with the bridge. If the two 
projects were joined that would take 
a lot of extra time. When asked by 
Allan if the projects could be done 
in a “Phase One and Phase Two” 
way, the answer was “Yes, but....” 

This did not please Matt, who 
started getting irritated. Miceli then 
stepped in to suggest that they all get 
together in two weeks with the state 
highway commissioner and have it 
out at that time. He promised to call 
for a meeting. , 

As the group dispersed, a truck 
with its G.V.W. (gross vehicle 
weight) posted at 80,000 Ibs. 
rumbled across the 27 ton limit 
bridge. If it was loaded that's only 
13 tons overweight! 

So, it was evident that although the 
bridge had no work done to it, it had 
indeed become stronger!

That area will be renovated, True 
said, with Blockbuster, Boston 
Chicken and Brueger's Bagels 
occupying the space. Wendy's is 
slated for the very corner of Route 
38 and Bridge Lane, while 
Walgreens will go in next to 
Wilmington Exxon. 

"We're just finishing up getting 
quotes for the renovations," True 
said. "We're now in the process of 
looking for permitting for Wendy's 
and Brueger's." 

True said construction should 
begin on the project sometime in the 
next month-and-a-half.

PUT OFF THE 
WEDDING 


When love and romance run into 
tax penalties, something has to 
give. And a winter wedding may 
be even happier if it's after the 
new year instead of before, 
assuming both partners work. 
Here's why. 

More than half of all married 
couples in the U.S. are affected by 
the so-called "marriage penalty" 
when joining incomes bumps them 
into a higher tax bracket. For 
instance, single taxpayers pay 15 
percent of the first $22,750 of 
income; thus, two singles pay 15 
percent of $45,500. But once they 
marry, they pay 15 percent of the 
first $38,000, and everything over 
that is taxed at 28 percent. 

There are exceptions, of course. 
If one partner has significantly 
more income than the other, it's 
more advantageous to be married 
earlier. If that $45,500 total 
breaks down as $44,000 for one 
partner and $1,500 for the other, 
being married lowers the tax bill. 
Instead of paying 15 percent on 
the first $24,250 and 28 percent 
on $21,250, the couple pays 15 
percent of the first $38,000, and 
28 percent on $7,500.

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A look at Questions 1, 2, 3

Massachusetts voters will be asked at the polls on November 8 to decide the 
fates of nine referendum questions. 

The office of the Secretary of State has produced a 54-page booklet on the 
ballot questions, and each family should have received a copy in the mail. The 
red booklet gives the actual text of all nine questions, a quick summary of each 
question, and arguments for and against each question. Please take the time 
to read this superb booklet. 

Brief encapsulations of the nine referenda questions and their arguments 
will appear here over the next few weeks before the election. The final choice, 
of course, belongs to the voters. You must decide. 

This year, there are three types of questions: Petitions for a Constitutional 
Amendment (question 6), Petitions for a Law (Questions 1, 4, 5, 7, 8 and 9) 
and Referendum Petitions (Questions 2 and 3) to overturn existing laws. 

Question 1 — Ballot question spending 

Should there be limits on the spending for ballot questions? 

When areferendum question appears on the ballot, spending usually begins 
on both sides. Advertising costs money, and every advertisement and bumper 
sticker you see, hear or read concerning any ballot question must be bought by 
some interested group or individual. A “yes” vote on Question 1 would limit 
spending on ballot questions, and impose reporting requirements on groups 
raising money for the defeat (or passage) of a ballot question. 

But there are doubts. If a ballot question came up that would, say, outlaw 
dog grooming, then no money could be spent by dog grooming companies to 
call for a “no” vote on the question, in spite of the company’s intense interest 
in their own survival. The fines proposed by the ballot question spending law 
are heavy, far heavier than for most crimes, and there is a First Amendment 
question posed here as well. 

Question 2 — Seat Belt Law 

Do you wish to keep the mandatory seat belt law in place? 

The Legislature once imposed a mandatory seat belt law, but in 1986 the 
voters overturned that law with a referendum issue much like this one. But the 
Legislature went ahead and imposed another mandatory seat belt law, in spite 
of the wishes of the voters. A “no” vote on Question 2 would repeal the state’s 
second attempt at a seat belt law. Yes, wearing seat belts is good sense, and 
the use of seat belts probably saves medical expenses and insurance costs. But 
the Legislature was incredibly bold to reimpose a law after the voters said no 
in 1986. Will the voters say no again? You decide. 

Question 3 — Student Fees for Lobbying 

Do you wish to repeal the law prohibiting state college students from seeing 
a “waivable fee” for non-partisan lobbying groups on their tuition bill? 

An existing law bans students from seeing a waivable fee on their tuition 
bills, with said funds going to student lobby groups. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are on the line with this one, with the money spent by non-political 
student organizations seeking to influence action by the Legislature. (Keep in 
mind that state colleges are dependent upon the Legislature for funds, etc.) A 
“no” vote means the current law stands, while a “yes” vote would overturn the 
prohibition on the waivable student fee. Should students have that choice?

Each one of these topics deserves a lengthy discussion, each one 
is a genuine concern in modern America, and each change can be made in our 
lifetimes. Please, read the list again and see what you think. 

Take back the streets — Very simply, the streets belong to us, not to the 
criminals. The law-abiding majority is cowed by acriminal minority, and that 
is wrong. Take whatever measures are necessary to stop the crime. 

Bring minorities into the mainstream — Absolutely! Anyone who has 
served in the military knows that color means nothing, and competence is the 
only consideration. If the other guy can do the job, who gives a damn about 
the color of his skin?

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Tewksbury man earns 
Russian medal 


Tony Galinis, 7 Edgar Ave., 
Tewksbury has received the Russian 
Freedom Medal. It arrived at his 
home in September. ‘It 
commemorates the 40th 
anniversary of the Victory over 
Nazi Germany, known in Russia as 
The Great Patriotic War. 

Made of bronze, the medal is 32 
millimeters in diameter. The 
obverse shows a group of three 
persons, a peasant woman, a soldier 
and a worker, standing with a five 
pointed star in the background, and 
the Spassky Tower of the Moscow 
Kremlin in the center. Lights from 
fireworks are on both sides of the 
tower. In the upper part of the 
medal are the dates "1945" and 
"1875." In the lower part, behind 
the star one can see two laurel 
branches, 

The reverse has a seven line 
inscription in the center which reads 
"4 years of Victory in the Great 
Patriotic War 1941-1945." Below 
the inscription is a hammer and 
sickle emblem and a folded ribbon. 

The ribbon is 24 millimeters wide 
and is divided into two equal parts. 
The left part, 10 millimeters wide, 
represents the ribbon and the Order 


of Glory (the same as the old 
Imperial Order of St. George). It 
consists of three black and two 
yellow stripes of equal width and 
narrow yellow stripes on the edges. 
The right part of the ribbon is red, 
also 10 millimeters wide. The 
ribbon has two millimeter wide 
green stripes on both edges. 

The certificate to the medal bears 
the name of the recipient (Tony 
Galinis) in Russian and the date of 
the issuance. It is stamped with the 
Seal of the President of the Russian 
Federation and is signed by 
President Boris Yeltsin.

Robert and Elizabeth Eames were 


Charlestown settlers who moved to ~ 


Woburn and were taxed there in 
1666. He acquired a right to land 
in Woburn, allowed him in 1668. 
They lived near a pond, in the area 
now known as Central Square. 
Samuel, a son, married Mary and 
the couple seems to have moved to 
Reading. Daniel, their third child, 
was born 1696-7. Daniel married 
Abigail Nourse of Reading, and it 
was in Reading that their first two 
children were born. 

The marriage is of interest 
because the mother of Abigail was 
the first woman to be executed, in 
the so-called Salem Witch trials. 
There was a son named Daniel 
born in Reading in 1721, and the 
family moved to what is now 
Wilmington. A home was built 
beside the Ipswich River, of which 
no trace can be found, for it was 
built where the Lawrence Branch 
Railroad was later constructed. 

It was Daniel Eames, according to 


tradition who constructed the 


»Daniel Eames home, on what is 
now Woburn Street in Wilmington, 


across from Wildwood Street. The 
year is uncertain. 

The Eames farmhouse still stands. 
it was extensive in land area. One 
corner was where the East School, 
now a private home on the corner 
of Federal Street was built. The 
farm included the present 
Kenwood Avenue, and on the west 
side extended down the present 
Woburn Street toward Lowell 
Street. 

Ed Nelson Eames, to use one 
name (sometimes he was Edward 
N. Eames), was born several 
generations later in a farmhouse on 
Glen Road, at the corner of what is 
now Jones Avenue. The house 
burned down, and another was 
later constructed on the same site 
in 1926. He was born there in 
1858, and seems to have spent a lot 
of his boyhood on the Daniel 
Eames farm.

It was his fortune to grow up ina 
period of time in which local 
lumber was needed, for the 
construction of new homes. Several 
Wilmington men, in the years after 
the Civil War, were in that 
business. They all prospered. 

Ed Nelson Eames also took up as a 
hobby, photography. This was in 
the years before cameras had 
become known as "Kodaks.” 

There were other events which 
affected the lives of the residents. 
The new railroads offered easy 
transportation to Boston, and a 
number of persons would travel to 
Boston jobs, daily. 

The town had its annual town 
meeting in March, and several 
others during the year. In order to 
accommodate those who went to 


meetings was changed, some time 
about the time of the Spanish 
American War. The time of the 
town meeting was changed to start 
at 6 a.m., so that residents (men of 
course) could vote and still get a 
train to Boston and their job. 

At 6 a.m. on a March morning 
half a dozen men would be in the 
town hall, the former Baptist 
Church, across from _ the 
Congregational Church. All knew 
of town meetings, and someone 
would be elected moderator, and 
Start the meeting. 

From then to 10 a.m. there was no 
activity, except for those who came 
in to vote. Then, at 10 a.m. the 
second article was taken up, and 
the town meeting would be in 
business. 

Ed Nelson Eames was one of those 
who went down at 6 a.m. 
Sometimes he would run for

depending on the situation. Some 
years he was a selectman, or on the 
school committee, or the board of 
library trustees. Sometimes he was 
not. 

Meanwhile he was using his 
camera - seriously. Ed Nelson 
Eames would photograph sites 
which had some particular history. 
He did not seem to be inclined to 
photograph people. 


However, he did photograph one~ 


young lady, at the Eames Farm. 
Her name was Mattie Nichols, of 
Wilmington. They were married in 
January 1887. 

Ed photographed sites in 
Wilmington with local history. 
From time to time those 
photographs have appeared in this 
paper. In each and every instance, 
the work was excellent. 

Some readers will recall some 
history of the Congregational 
Church. It burned down, for 
instance, in 1864, and a new 
building was erected. 

Then, in 1876 a hurricane or 
tornado tore down the almost new 
steeple. Eighteen seventy-six was 
the year that France Hiller and her 
husband (Dr.) Henry Hiller moved 
into Wilmington. 

France immediately announced 
that she would pay for the erection 
of a new steeple, and it was 
erected. 

That steeple is interesting, for 
persons who can find a way to 
climb into it. Many young men of 
that year go into it, and painted 
either their names or their initials. 
Persons who know the Wilmington 
families can recognize some of the 
names. 

But France never paid any money. 
Finally Benjamin Buck advanced 
the money, and took a mortgage on 
the parsonage. It was all slightly 
embarrassing. There was very little 
discussion about the steeple. 

But there came a day when Ed 
Nelson Eames exercised his 
photographic skill. The year was 
about 1920. 

Three elm trees, planted after the 
new steeple was erected, were 
growing gracefully in front of the 


church. Over to the other side was 
a carriage shed. 

If anyone wants to discuss the 
subject, one can ask a question. 

Did the parishioners back the 
Carriages into the shed, so they 
would be dry when the services 
ended? 

Or did the parishioners drive their 
horses into the shed, and leave the 
Carriages out in the rain when it 
fell? 

Ed Nelson left that little puzzle, 
for the later generations to discuss.

(ATB). 

"Any time monies are returned to 
the taxpayer [through abatements], 
those monies come out of the 
overlay account," Moynihan said. 

The overlay account now stands at 
roughly $337,000, but could 
balloon to $587,000 if the $255,000 
from the Middlesex County 
Retirement System is added. 

Wilmington currently has 49 cases 
pending with the ATB that in a 
worst case scenario will cost the 
town $688,000. 

But town officials expect the final 
abatement cost to be much less. 
Both Morris and Moynihan have 
estimated the figure at a maximum 
of $400,000. 

"There's no way on God's green 
acre that the worst case will happen 
... that will mean we will have gone 
0-49," Caira said. 

Current numbers suggest a local 
economy rebounding from 1980s 
Over-assessments and subsequent 
reductions in the town's industrial 
base. 

"I tend to be overly pessimistic, 
but I'm starting to become a 
believer," Moynihan said. "You're 
physically seeing the signs. Spaces 
are filling up, we're building homes 
and selling them like crazy." 

In addition, Sweetheart Plastics 
has come back to occupy some of its 
800,000 square foot facility, while 
selling the bulk to International 
Paper. Thanks largely to this, 
Moynihan said Wilmington now has 


just an eight percent vacancy rate, 


down from 28 _ percent 
two-and-a-half years ago, when he 


took over. The vacancy rate for this 
area of the state is currently 
between 18 and 20 percent. 


But the best news might be that 


huge abatement cases, like the 
nearly $1.5 million 1992 settlement 
the town paid to AVCO may be a 
thing of the past. 


"I think we're past the point of 


having these mega-cases hit the 
town,” Moynihan said. 


The town borrowed money to pay 


fs AVCO the initial $1.469 million, 
and has paid $140,000 to the 
company from the overlay account 
the past two fiscal years, with 

payments scheduled until FY 96, 
§ according to Moynihan.

Shooting 
update

Things have quieted down again 
for the Wilmington Police 


Department in the wake of last 
week's fatal shooting incident, the 
subsequent media crush and now the 
possibility of a law suit against the 
town. 

Deputy Chief Bernard Nally said 
Officers Robert Richter and John 
Bossi, who fired a total of seven 
shots in self-defense at a stolen Jeep 
on Douglas Avenue, killing the 
Operator and wounding the 
passenger, are due back on active 
duty during the department's next 
work cycle. Richter, a seven-year 
veteran, should be back on the job 
Saturday, Nally said. 

The Jeep was cornered on the cul , 
de sac of Douglas Avenue by the 
cruisers of Richter, Bossi and shift 
commander Sgt. William Gable 
after the operator of the Jeep fled 
after being chased and stopped by 
Bossi on Palmer Way. 

The Jeep rammed Gable's car and 
then Richter's before Richter 
opened the Jeep's door in an attempt 
to restrain the operator. The Jeep 
accelerated, knocking Richter down 
before coming at him again in 
reverse. At that point, Richter, 
fearing for his life, fired four 
bullets and Bossi fired three. 

Ballistics tests on the officers’ 
weapons have not yet been returned 
from the State Police crime lab. 

According to Nally, the Town of 
Wilmington has received a letter 
from attorneys representing the 
family of Therman Barnaby - the 
18-year-old Malden man killed in 
the shooting - notifying the town 
that a suit may be forthcoming. 

Nally said a suit against the town is 
probable, though attorneys are still 
investigating whether or not they 
will instigate litigation. 

Police have received an 
outpouring of support from the 
community, including the board of 
selectmen Monday night, as well as 
from letters and telephone calls 
coming from around the state.
